Returned Soldier Crisis 


Without entering into detail of the 
proposed changes in the education 
program of the government, this more 
minute explanation of policy to be 
forthcoming when the budget is 
brought down, Hon, Geo, P. Smith in 
the legislature Wednesday afternoon 
told of the desire and intention of his 


department to legislate into the educa-! 


tional system of the province every 
improvement which would tend to en- 
hance and elevate the cause of educ«a- 
tion, showed furthermore his interest 
in the welfare of the returned soldier 
and told how these soldier citizens of 
rare experience would be sought after 
to teach the younger generation of 
the province as the years go by. 

The address of the minister of edu- 
cation referred to many other ques- 
tions of the day and he dealt efficiently 
fairly and with exceeding interest with 
such subjects. 

Capt. Robt. Pearson, province at 
large, made his first address of the 
session an appeal for unity and defin- 
ite action toward a resolute grappling 
with the menacing era of unemploy- 
ment. He confessed that he was 
genuinely alarmed at the lack of 
preparation for the homecoming sol- 
diers and the civil population which 
some think these returned men_ will 
displace in employment. Capt. Pear- 
fon included both the federal and 
provincial governments in his critic- 
ism. 

The debate was continued and 
finally adjourned by J. H. Kemmis, 
of Pincher Creek, who was mildly 
critieal of the guvernment for lack 
of preparation to meet the unemploy- 
ment crisis, but Mr. Kemmis went on 
te assume personal and party blame 
for allowing matters directly relat- 
ing to the war in progress to take 
attention entirely trom the need of 
reformation and upbuilding at home. 
He made an especial appeal for a 
political truce respecting the election- 
eering among Alberta’s foreign pop- 
uiation by all parties, in view of pos- 
sible danger. 

TAvely Prelude 

A somewhat lively prelude to the 
debate was introduced by James Weir 
of Nanton when he moved to adjourn 
the house and proceeded to protest 
against the premier remaining in his 
seat during the previous afternoon 
when the member from Peace River 
referred in a slighting way to the 


prime minister of Canada, whose 
guest Premier Stewart was at the 
time referred to, 


Premier Stewart promptly object- 
ed that he was not the guest of Sir 
Robert Borden on the trip to the Old 
Country. Likewise he again wanted 
to make it clear that he was opposed 
to the members of the house attempt- 
ing to interfere with two members in 
dispute over points of order until the 
speaker had been given a chance to 


decide, and there were more than one| 


that had promptly demanded the 
member for Peace River withdraw 
when his late statement was made. 

The dispute ranged somewhat afield 
until the speaker found Mr, Weir's 
motion was to adjourn when he sup- 
posed it to be a question of personal 
privilege, Mr. Weir withdrew his 
motion and the business proceeded.

Hon, G, P. Smith Speaks 

Hon. George P. Smith asked the dn- 
dulgence of the house for not report- 
ing as fully on the educational depart- 
ment’s work since he had, owing tg 
cabinet changes, occupied the position 
of minister of education but a few 
months and even in this period had 
been handicapped in his efforts by 
the closing of the schools in the in- 
fiuenza epidemic, He promised to 
deal with the educational policy later 


in the session. 
He was in hearty accord with the 
view of Mr. Hoadley that returned 


soldiers should be given every oppor- 
tunity to become teachers. While 
realizing that the federal government 
was duty bound to deal with the sol- 
diers until discharged, the provincial 
department had thought it was essen- 
tial that one exception should be made 
in the way of attempting to secure 
returned men for teachers. Teachers 
» scarce and it was appreciated 

at returned men should be espec- 
fally fitted to enter the teaching pro- 
fession Three definite steps had 
been decided upon: 

Firts—-No fees would be 
returned men for the courses in 
provincial normal schools. 
Second—Men with a grade 10 stand- 
fing at the time of enlistment would 
be accepted for teachers after the 
formal training course 

Third—The government would loan 
returned men taking the course up 
to §200 for a four months course, 
and up to $400 if they elect to take 
the full elght months’ course of nor- 
mal training Such loans would help 
finance the men and repayment would 
be arranged to eult them

Hope for Many Excellent Teachers 

Under the provisions of the pro- 
posal, Mr. Smith said it was hoped 
to eventually obtain a large number} 
of excellent teachers from the ranks 
of returned soldiers. Already six of 
these men were training at Camrose} 
normal and many should be secured 


for the next term. This plan, the 
minister said, had been urged upon 
the federal government, which had 


arranged for undergraduates to com- 
plete their university courses, but 
which had made no provision for al- 
lowing the men to teach. He felt that 
returned men would be more valuable 
as teachers in the schools than in any 
other profession, for in this work 
their high inspirations could be mul- 
tiplied an hundred fold, 

Another problem was that of boys 
under military age who had managed 
to enlist in the ardor of patriotism 
and youth. There were at least 500 
boys of this kind from Alberta alone. | 
They had left school, and, fit or unfit, 
they should be considered and per- 
haps given a year in college or normal 
school, 

In reply to Mr. Lowery, the minister 
of education said a letter from Sir 
James Lougheed only that morning 
admitted that nothing had been done 
regarding this matter as yet. 

Mr. Smith pointed out in conne@ 
tion with certain questions asked of 
the government that an actual return 
of ex-soldiers employed by the gov- 
ernment would not give a fair im-| 
pression of the facts. In may cases 
it had been preferred that some mem- 
ber of the soldier's family be given 
@ positipn in preference and this was 
done, There again was the number 
of dependents of soldiers employed. | 
Further his department in the ap- 
pointment of school inspectors had to 
consider the men who had been en- 
gaged in the Calgary technical school, 
Four men how overseas had been ap- 
pointed and three others selected 
were men whose places were being 
filled by returned men. 

Doctors and Nurses Praised 

Another aincere tribute to the val- 
jant work done by the doctors and 
nurses in the late epidemic was voiced 
by Mr. Smith, He spoke of five splen- 
did young doctors who had given their 
lives in one district. But the service 
of the school teachers of the province 
should not be forgotten, “It was a 
service,’ said Myr.; 
Smith, ‘‘and it was service given freely 
and bravely.” The minister also 
pointed out to the house that credit 


provincial normal schools and in the

In reply to F. Davis of Gleichen, 
Mr, Smith pointed out that the yvo- 
cational training school at Calgary 
until the time of its being taken over 
by the federal authorities was main- 
tained and financed in every particu- 
lar, except for a portion of the teach- 
erg salaries, which was provided for 
by the federal government. The great 


credit accorded them should be shared 
largely by the province. 
Women School Inspectors 
Mr. Smith went on to jedl with the 
proposal of Mrs, McKinney that wo- 


men advisers and women school in- 
spectors should be appointed. In re- 
ality the curriculum and text book 


revisions were made by special com- 
mittees from time to time selectel 
from women teachers in the province 
amongst others, As for inspectors it 
was undeniably a fact that the wide 
districts and the pioneer conditions 
of the country made it inadvisable 
for women to undertake such work 
at present All high school and pri-; 
vate schools were covered by one in-! 
spector. As for primary schools they 
were so numerous that either the cit- 
jes would have to have inspectors or 
the state would have to undertake 
the work on a provincial scale, 

The normal course could not well 
be extended beyond the eight months’, 
period at present owing to the scar- 
city of teachers, It wae serious to at- 
tempt to specialize in too many lines 
in view of this scarcity. The summer

Adulis would be more undesirable 


than children at large. And Alberta 
waa the only province or state where 
it was demanded that the provincial 
treasury meet practically all the costs 
of such institutions, It was necessary 
that each province have its own in- 
stitution for the feeble minded in or- 
der that all may be handled.

This at once made it 
impossible for the west to arrive at an 
understanding with the easterners, 
as the feaeval avthorities had em- 
phatically declared against any more 
subs'dies beings involved in the ex- 
change. 

Wants Resources and Subsidy 

Mr. Smith was emphatic in his be- 
lief that tLe wes: shouud have not 
oniy the resources but that the an- 
nual gubsidy shoulé be maintained 
The C. P. K, lands Rie’ and South Af- 
rica:: sciip* haa all been taken from 
the west te the general benefit of 
Cai.adu, Then there were other lands 
alienated tc tre federal treasury’s 
benefit. The Canadian Pacific lands 
had been exempt from taxation to 
the extent that the annual loss in 
school taxes alone was over $4,000,000 
a year to the western provinces, Such 
injustice could not be repayed even 
with the continued grant of a federal 


subsidy.

Mr. Smith frankly admitted that he 
believed the r@sources would eventu- 
ally be given back to the provinces.

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IRRIGATION 
PLANS AT TABER 
ARE COMPLETE

Huge Benefits That Will Accrue 
Emphasized by Speakers at 
Conference 


TABER, Alta., Feb. 12.—The Taber 
irrigation conference speakers tnclud- 
ed Hon, A. J. McLean, minister of 
public works, for Alberta; H. Peters, | 
commissioner of irrigation for the 
fedcrai gevernment; C. B. Porter, 
superintendent of Canada for the C.P, 
R.; W. H. Fairfield, Lethbridge, super- 
intendent of Dominion experimental 
farms; W. A. Buchanan, M.P., and 
Walter Buckvale, Medicine Hat, prest- 
of the Western Canada Irriga- 
tion association, 

The meeting resolved itself into two 
distinct parts, one dealing with the 
scheme for the Taber district and the 
other with the whole scheme for the 
province. 

The plans, specifications and all 
concerned with the Taber irrigation 
district are complete. All that remains 
is to have the contracts signed and the 
work begun. A long resolution was 
passed addressed to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in which it was point- 
ed out that the plans were already 
prepared, the water was lying in the 
Chin Coulee within two or three miles 
of the system and that this water is 
waste water from the C.P.R. system 
which runs to waste in the Belly river. 
There is sufficient water wasting here 
to water 17,000 acres at the cost of 
$250,000 for the whole scheme. 

The district Is prepared to pay 
whatever price it costs to put it 
through and are determined it should 
be put through this year. Thirty year 
bonds to cover the amount will be 
sold. This resolution, which was in-| 
troduced by T. G. Cook, L. Paterson 
and J. W. Anderson, was passed 
unanimously. 

Mr. Peters 
scheme, which includes 
314,000 acres. There is plenty of 
water for the scheme also. Surveys 
have been made. Mr. Buchanan ex- 
plained that the cost of this scheme 
would be on a pre-war basis, $9,000,- 
000; upon the basis of present prices

CAUTIOUS POLICY 
OBSERVED BY 
LORD JELLICOE 


Took No Risks with Grand Fleet 
When It Was Vital to 
Empire 


LONDON, Feb. 12.—Lord Jellicoe's 
book of the grand fleet which was 
published today, dwells on the dan- 
gers to which the fleet was exposed 
when it was short of cruisers and des- 
troyers and with bases defenseless, 
owing to submarine mines and tor- 
He points out that the Ger- 
man high fleet possessed 88 destroy- 
ers, compared with the grand fleet's 
45. It is revealed that, owing to the 
submarine menace, the grand fleet 
moved to Lough Swilly and only re- 
turned to the North Sea when the 


Scapa Flow anchorage was rendered | 


reasonably safe. Lord Jellicoe says 
that neifher in 1914 nor 1916 did the 
British margin of superiority justify 
him in disregarding the enemy's tor- 
pedo attacks. The position gradually 
improved after 1916, especially as 
light cruisers and destroyers with the 
grand fleet increased steadily after 
the battle of Jutland, considerably re- 
ducing the danger of succesful 
pedo attacks, while the inclusion of 
the “K”" class of submarine made it 
probable that the enemy suffered 
more severely from submarine attacks 
than the British. 

Regarding 1918, Lord Jellicoe says: 

“The position was assured and we 
could have afforded to take risks 
which in 1916 would have been most 
unwise, If the German fleet had 
come out to battle a terrible punish- 
ment awaited it.”

Street Railway Troubles Are 


Referred to City Commissioners 


Utilities Committee Has Further Consideration of Question on Wed- 
nesday Morning—Supt. Moir Gives His Views on Some 


of the Troubles

Tho utilities committees investigat- 
ing the complaints regarding service 
on the street railway system resumed 
theif work at 10 o'clock on Wednes- 
day morning, and after rolonged 
discussion referred the whole matter 
fo the superintendent and commis- 
sioners to make whatever remedies 
they deem to be necessary and pro- 
per, having due regard to the sugges- 


tlons of the South Side Community 
league 
Thinks Friction Cause of Trouble. 

G. M. Hall, president of the 142nd 
Street Community league, was pre- 
sent In support of a claim made by 
the league that the whole difficulty in 
the way of street railway service was 
friction that existed between the men 
themselves and between Superintend- 
ent Moir and the men under him, 
Mr. Molr pointed out that this had be- 
come common and definite talk among 
the citizens, who were of the opinion 
that there must be perfect harmony 
between the men of the department 
and their superiors before the public 
can get proper street car service, He 
said that it was the common belief 
that certain men in the system were 
receiving protection which aroused 
the antagonism of the others. Mr, 
Hall wanted to know if the superin- 
tendent had proper control over the 
men, 

Two Sets of Men in Service. 

One of the street car men, Mr. 
Mitchell, representing the unton, stat- 
ed that he recognized that there were 
two sets of men in the service, one 
opposed to the other. In the one set 
there were ten men, in the other over 
a hundred. The trouble arose over 
the seniority question, which has pre- 
vailed since the last strike. Some 
men, he claimed, were holding seven 
and eight years seniority to which 
they had no right. He suggested that 
to put an end to this strife there 
should be a‘new agreement creating 
seniority from length of service. 

Supt. Moir’s Reply. 

Replying to this statement hg 
Motr stated that at the time of the 
strike men were taken into the ser- 
vice on good faith and !t seemed too 
bad to shove them off or put them in 
an inferior position. The mayor and 
others declared that there was not 
the slightest suggestion to treat men 
in that way. 

Ald. Kinney’s Views, 

Ald, Kinney stated that in his opin- 
fon the time had passed in the Inter- 
ests of the city when it is advisable to 
deal with two sets of workmen in the 
same department. There could not be 
efficient service so long as there was 
strife amongst the men themselves. 
He suggested that the best thing for 
these ten men would be to get into 
the union and be dealt with through 
legitimate channels and added that 
the superintendent, who catered to 
two sets of men was not acting judici- 
ously. 

Returned Men's Views. 

The question of placing returned 
men at the head of the seniority lst, 
as suggested in a notice of motion by 
Ald. Grant, was dealt with, It was 
made clear by J. M. McClennan, one 
of the returned soldiers now in the 
rervice that the men did not want to 
be placed at the top of the list or any- 
where that was not their proper 
place. He said, that fn all fairness, 
all they wanted was the places and 
postions on the seniority list they 
would now occupy if they had not! 
been absent from the service, After | 
hearing Mr. McClennan on behalf of 
the returned men, the committee pas- 
sed a resolution advising the with- 
drawal of Ald. Grant's motion.

Account of Conditions in France 


Madame Bernard of Paris, France, 
was most interesting in a talk she 
gave at an informal reception given 


| for her on Wednesday afternoon at 


the “Y" by the board of the Y.W.C.A. 
Some fifty or more ladies listened with 
rapt attention to one of the most thril- 
ling talks on ‘The New International 
Citizenship’ which it has been the 
food fortune of the women of Edmon- 
ton to hear, Madame Rernard is a 
sister of Mrs. BE. W. Gibberd of this 
city and has been making a visit with 
her for the past fortnight In the in- 
terim afforded her on her tour in the 
United States from New York to 
Chicago in the interests of reconstruc- 
tion, Mme. Bernard has been sent by 
the French Government to the United 
States on a particular mission and js 
lecturing In all the colleges and schools 


from New York to Chicago, on the 
above mentioned subject. Mrs. G. H. 
V. Bulyea, president of the board, 


introduced the speaker to the assem- 
blage, who gave a most graphic ac- 
count of conditions as she saw and 
knew them in France. She hoped to 
return to France by the first of April 
to continue the work there, of which 
she stated that we, here in Canada, 
had no conception of what had to be 
done. The speaker sketched the wo- 
men's work in France, giving only a 
brief outline in the time allotted her. 
She gave a splendid idea of the Y.W. 
C.A. work there, of how it started, and 
by what means kept up. She pointed 
out the bravery and persistence of the 
women in the work, and vividly told of 
the sacrifice and constancy of these 
people. With figures and statistics 
she made clear many wonderful facts 


about France and its people, religion, | 
traced | 


customs and conditions. She 


—— 
the growth, hardships and successes 
of the Y.W.C.A. and gave many sur- 
| prising tneldents of the work being 
done and of the workers. The speaker 
drew tears from many eyes at the 
horrible sufferings of the French wo- 
men from the hands of the Germans 
and told many incidents of harrowing 
atrocities practiced by the Hun. With 
force and very dramatically she traced 
the four years of war in France and 
what it meant to the men, women and 
children in every rank, She briefly 
outlined the Intent of the German 
through it all, the meaning of the 
armistice and the urgent need of 
| mobilizing, here and now, into the 
| new citizenship. The Germans, she 
| claimed, though having asked for an 
jarmistice, never meant to keep it and 
she proved beyond a doubt her reason 
for saying so. Mme. Bernard besought 
her listeners to do everything to back 
up the terms of the peace which we 
would learn about in a few weeks, and 
said that though we did not hate the 


German, because we did not fear him, 
yet the place for every German was 
in his own country, for only in this 


way could we ever convert the Ger- 
man, Let the German take his wealth 
and go back to his own country, for In 
no other way could they learn of the 
Christianity which caused the Allies, 
when they had the chance, to take 
revenge and yet refused to do so. 

Mme. Bernard has a fine vocabulary 
and a pleasing voice, and kept her 
audience intensely interested with her 
wonderful account of the many things 
so very anxiously listened to. After 
her talk, tea was served and many 
| questions put to the speaker, by those 
present, arising out of her fine ad- 
dress.

He announced that a scheme for 
holding night schools will be part 
of the program laid before the 
House during the session, a fore- 
cast which will no doubt be re- 
ceived with interest, especially in 
the cities and towns. 

The beginning of the institution 
to eare for mentally defective 
children was a subject in which 
the members evineed considerablo 
interest. As forecasted by the 
Minister the institution, though 
now small, is likely to develop* 
into one of very large proportions. 
The State of Minnesota, with a 


population of two millions, has | 


ten thousand children needing 
such accommodation, though only 
1,800 are actually taken care of 
If the proportion of defectives is 
the same, Alberta should now 
have 400 children in the home in- 
stead of 23. The House was given 
a further hint of the seriousness 
of the problem by the statement 
that as the ailment was not a 
curable disease but a permanen’ 
deformity, the patients will have 
to be cared for all their lives. Of 
the children now in the home, one- 
half came from other countries. 
Experience had shown that the 
scheme to ereate one institution 
of the kind for the four western 
provinces was impracticable, and 
each would have to look after ite 
own, 

The Minister reviewed the con- 
ference held in Ottawa regarding 
the natural resources, It had been 
called by Sir Robert Borden, but 
when the guests arrived the host 
was on the ocean, The Federal 
authorities conceded that the pro- 
vinees should have control of the 
resources, and left the provincial 
representatives to thresh the mat- 
ter out among themselves, stipu- 
lating that no arrangement eoula 
be accepted which involved a 
general raid on the Dominion 
treasury for increased subsidies.

This would, no doubt, be for land 
within ten miles of a railway. A 
strip of land ten miles wide on 
each side of a railway line—that 
is a twenty mile belt at an average | 
price of say $15 an acre, would 
amount to nearly $200,000 for each | 
mile of the railway that gave value | 
to the land. 
On the other hand, assuming! 


that a railway cost $30,000 a mile | 
to build and equip, a belt of land | 
of a total width of five miles—or | 


of the track—if sold, at $10 an) 
acre, would yield $32,000 for each 
mile of railway, two thousand dol- 
lars a mile more than the estima- 
ted cost of construction and equip- 
ment of the railway. A twenty 
mile belt—ten miles on each side | 
of the railway— at $2.50 an acre, 
would total $32,000 for each mile 
of railway. 

In the end the soldier pays for 
the land—or loses it—so the agree- 
ment reads. Why should he pay 
$10 to $30 an acre for the raw land 
held by speculators because it has 
railway facilities, if he can be pro- 
vided with equally good !and hav- 
ing equal railway facilities at 
from $2.50 to say $5 an acre. The 
idea of taking the speculator’s 
land away from hiiu to give to the 
soldier is very attractive in theory. 
But when in practice it means! 
that the soldier will have to pay 
from twice to ten times as much | 
for the speculator’s land as for 
equally good Government land 
with equal railway facilities—even 
if the cost of the railway were 
placed as a price on the land—it 
is not nearly as <ttractive. 

But there is no reason why the 
cost of the railway should be 
assessed as a price on the land. 
The general development of the} 
country served—far beyond any 
ten or ty.enty mile belt— is ample 
return to the state for the cost of 
railway construction through 
productive country undcr pro- 
gressive conditions. The choice is 
between free homesteads along 
railway lines to be constructed 
and a heavy permanent charge on 
lands now privately owned near 
railways already built. 

It would seem to be a criminal 
waste of public money to pay it 
and for the lands of speculators to 
be sold to soldiers when he can be 
given equal advantage at no cost 
to him and at less cost to the 
country, At the same time the 
cost to the country would go to

Mr. Rae was absolutely correct 
when he said that there were areas 
of land in the Peace River country 
which are in every respect equal 
to the areas already settled. By 
the building of railways they can 
be made just as valuable as the 
lands now settled and having rail- 
way communication. Had the war 
Hot put a stop to immigration, 
these areas would have been set- 
tled in advance of railways as 
other sections of the country had 
been, But they are vacant now, 
and await either the spread of 
settlement due to pressure of 
population or the advent of a rail- 
way, to make them immediately 
available. The money spent on 
railway construction would give 
employment to labor at this time 
of unemployment and would put 
eash into circulation that would 
help business generally, as the 
purchase of land held for specula- 
tion would not. 

Wrapped Bread. 

The ity council rejected the 
recommendation of the safety .nd 
healtl. committee and ordered that 
bread be sold in the city only in 
‘wenty o.nee loaves wrapped.

JACK COFFEY, LONG 
DISTANCE RUNNER, 


DIES OF INFLUENZA! 


HAMILTON, Ont., Feb. 12,—Jack 
Caffery, famous long distance runner, 
died at his home here early this morn- 


ing. Caffery was stricken with the 
Spanish influenzt during the recent 


epidemic here and had fought gamely 
for his life ever since. 

When at his best Caffery had no su- 
perior in the Marathon game. He 
first attracted attention in 1898, when 
he hung up a record of 1:54.50 for the 
Herald road race 1 distance of 16 
mileg 16 yards. The following year 
he finished second to Billy 
who shattered the mark made the pre 
vious year. In 1900 Cafferty came 
back and led Sherring home, at the 
same time establishing another new 
mark, 1:51.52, This stood until 1904, 
when Mellor completed the distance 
in 1:48.48. The late Jimmy Duffy, 
who was killed in action during the 
war, beat Mellor’s mark in 1912. Caf- 
fery also won the Boston Marathon 
twice and for a long time held the 
record for‘the 26 mile grind.

Speaking In the legislature on Tues- 
| day, J. G. MeCallum, of Vegreville, 
urged the payment of a cash bonus to 


returned men. 

He was glad to seo the government 
Was prepared to meet the obligation 
towards returned soldiers, The sol- 
diere had lost four years in making 
money that were four fruitful years 
financially to many at home, There- 
fore, he favored a cash bonus to re- 
turned men, which might be graded 
| corresponding to the length of ser. 
vice overseas. In this way the people 
}of Canada would pay off the amount, 
whereas under the proposed loan sys- 
ise to soldiers the soldiers themselves 


would have to pay the entire amount, 


Also it was the duty of the nation to | 


look after the dependents of soldiers 
who gave their lives, thls duty to in- 
clude the education of the children, 
Mr. MeCallum sald it was a tribute 
to the G, W. V. A. of Bdmonten dis- 
trict that they had not become = in- 
volved in some of the 
which had developed elsewhere, 
praised thelr excellent leadership. 

However, Mr. McCallum said that 
with the duty to the soldier carried 
out many civillans would be displaced 
in employment and, in justice, these 
people would have to be considered. 
The British motto was fair play and 
the motto must be maintained. This 
would, In justice, have also to apply 
| to the alien born now naturalized. As 
for the alien enemies he had nothing 
to say except that if known to be en. 
omies they should be deported, One 
| way to deal with the naturalized ali- 
ens was to teach patriotiem and show 
an attitude of absolute fairness, Nat- 
uralized subjects had a right and 
should be considered. In many cases 
he personally knew these alien born 
had desired to enlist in the Canadian 
army but were refused. Later they 
were disfranchised. Such rights ac- 
corded in the name of the King should 
not be lightly disregarded. 

In education Mr. McCallum consida- 
ered the puplis should be taught how 
to make @ living and should be made 
familiar with the principles and ap- 
plication of public health rules. He 
was glad the government proposed 
such legislation.
